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Romulus Profile: William Bedell

Romulus Community Schools is the 
United States' most advanced school 
system with regard to educational tech- 
nology, according to indications fromboth 
International Business Machines (IBM) 
and Apple Computers — and the general 
consensus among educators, both within 
and outside Romulus, definitely points to 
Dr. William M. Bedell, the District's 59- 
year-old superintendent of schools, as 
the primary force behind the achieve- 
ment of this remarkable feat. 

Recently, the seven-year resident of 
Chelsea, Michigan, was asked to com- 
ment on his vision to make Romulus 
Schools the leader in bringing educa- 
tional technology to Romulus, and 
thereby making its system the front-run- 
ner of schools heading into the twenty- 
first century. 

"We're agoodtest district to see if all 
this will work," the Detroit-born Bedell 
said. "We've gota good mix of kids; we're 
racially balanced, have a strong middle- 
class, andhave aconcentration of needy 
kids — all of which, by the way, are some 
of the reasons that | came to Romulus in 
the first place. 

"We can use our start here with 
technology to make a major impact in 
how kids are taught throughout the Coun- 
try," he added. 

In 1957, Bedell graduated from East- 
ern Michigan University with majors in 
English and history, and later picked up 
his master's degree in educational ad- 
ministration from Wayne State Universi- 
ty (WSU). Nineteen seventy-nine found 
Bedell once again at WSU, earning his 
doctorate in curriculum development. 

When askedto detail his career lead- 
ing upto his 1980 appointment as Romu- 
lus’ superintendent of schools, Bedell 
replied, "After | graduated from Easter, 
| started teaching history, English, and 
social studies in Livonia. It was the time 
when the ‘baby boomers' were arriving in 
high school, and we had about 1,400 
new kids each year." 

After teaching three years, Bedell 
was made an administrative intern and, 
consequently, began to divide his time 
between teaching and being trained in 
educational administration. 

"Atone point," he said, "the business 
administration people came and '‘bor- 
rowed' me. | wrote everything from bond 
issues to press releases for them. With 
this experience, | became, in 1962, a 
certified office administrator; | was 28 
_years old at the time.”

Currently, in addition to his duties as 


Superintendent in Romulus, Bedell also 


teaches night classes in business at 
Eastern Michigan University and Ma- 
donna University. 

When queried conceming his obser- 
vations of some major changes that have 
occurred in education over the past 36 
years, the Superintendent said, "One 
major difference would be the expecta- 
tions of parents and the community. In 
earlier days, expectations were lower, 
with many students taking so-called 'gen- 
eral’ courses. A large percentage of stu- 


dents did not graduate. 


"Today," he continued, "we still have 
a drop-out rate of 30%, and that's simply 
not acceptable. The expectation now is 
for all students to graduate, and that's 
tough. This expectation has really 
changed our business." 

The unionization of teachers was 
also listed by Bedell as a major change in 
education. This process, he said, has led 
to severe financial problems and, on 
occasion, "tax revolts." These rebellions, 
explained Bedell, often occur because 
mostschools are educating children who 
stem from financially middle-class fami- 
lies and, with money at a premium, the 
voters are now more likely to say "no" ’o 
additional revenue for schools. 

Besides his obviously skillful guid- 
ance of Romulus Schools in the area of 
educational technology, Bedell is right- 
fully proud of the fact that he is now 
considered to be a leading school-fi- 
nance expert. 

"Despite the nature of my education 
and inclination," he stated, "I've been 
able to survive an area of education that 
hasn't been instinctive to me." 

Of course, during his 36 years in the 
education field, there have been major 
disappointments, as well as successes. 

When asked to speak to these inevi- 
table disappointments, Bedell replied, 
"First, although I've been here in Romu- 
lus for 14 years, it's only been within the 
last three that.I've had success in edu- 
cating all students. Secondly, I've had an 
inability to relate to our teaching staff 
during labor negotiations." 

Bedell went on to say that most of 
these negotiations have been confronta- 
tional — which he finds somewhat hard to 
understand, he said, because he feels 
that neither he nor most of the teachers 
are confrontational by nature. 

Finally, Bedell noted "fruitless at- 
tempts to build bridges to the City" as yet 
another disappointment.

Fortunately, though, most 
of my daily contacts with people are 
good, even if disagreements do occur." 

When asked about the people with 
whom he works in close concert, Bedell 
spoke in glowing terms of his secretary, 
Doreen McEvilly, and his assistant super- 
intendents: Joel Carr, who's in charge of 
financialoperations, and TerrelLeCesne, 
who oversees personnel matters. 

"Over the years,” he said, "I've spent 
a lot of time in other districts, and you 
couldn't find three better people. They all 
know what they're doing and they all 
work hard. They're loyalto me, the Board, 
and the District." 

Bedell then noted that, during his 
service in Romulus, the members of the 


Board of Education have been major 


contributors to whatever success he's 


enjoyed. lo a person, he concluded, , 


or'thé betterment of Romulus students.

Thank you for your inquiry of December 9, 1993, regarding the recently drilled deep disposal well in the City of Romulus (Environmental Disposal 
Systems [EDS] #1). 


You have requested that all data obtained during construction of the well be analyzed and questions regarding well use and groundwater 
contamination be answered. The analysis requested is ongoing and a determination of well suitability is, therefore, premature. My staff have not, 
however, seen anything to date that would negatively affect well suitability. 


You also expressed concerns regarding protection of underground sources of drinking water. I have included a copy of a letter of response that was 
sent to a number of other citizens along with a report entitled "Class I Deep Subsurface Wastewater Injection" prepared by the UIPC Research 
Foundation. The letter addresses your concerns. A major purpose of the Mineral Well Act (Act 315, PA 1969) is protection of underground drinking 
water supplies. 


I understand that your community believes that waste injected in the EDS #1 well may surface in surrounding communities and contaminate 
underground drinking water supplies. I asked my staff to calculate the approximate distance away from the well that waste would travel in the 
receiving formation after 30 years of continuous pumping. Using a pay thickness of 216 feet, an average porosity of 14 percent, daily injection rates 
of 100,000 to 200,000 gallons, and assuming radial flow and 50 percent displacement of formation fluids, the calculated distance of travel would 
be between 1/3 to 1/2 mile from the wellbore with no path to the surface. I feel confident in saying that underground sources of drinking water will 
not be affected and that waste injected into this well will not surface in surrounding communities. 


I hope this letter has addressed your concerns regarding the Environmental Disposal Systems nonhazardous disposal well. 
If you have any further questions, I encourage you to call Mr. Thomas Godbold (517-334-6945) of my staff.
